A TRIUMPHAL TRIP. 


Harrison on His Way to the 
Nation’s Capital. 


A Great Parting Demonstration at 
Indianapolis. 


The Journey Through Indiana and 
Ohio One Grand Ovation, 


Gov. Foraker Joins the Presidential 
Party During its Progress 
Through the Buckeye 
State—Brief Speeches. 


By Telegroph to The Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Amid the hurry and confu- 
sion of the preparations for departure at 
Harrison’s homestead today, there was a 
constant stream of callers, keeping the 
General busy all the morning. Many build- 
ings in the business portion of the city were 
gaily decorated in honor of the departure of 
the President-elect for Washington this 
afternoon. As the hour of 2 o’clock ap- 
proached the streets began to fill up, and 
Pennsylvania avenue was soon thronged 
with thousands of those anxious to partici- 
pate in the farewell demonstration to the 
President-elect. 

At 2 o’clock sharp Gov. Hovey and Mayor 
Denny drew up in front of the Harrison 
residence behind a pair of larce white 
horses drawing a handsome carriage. Gen. 
Harrison met them at the door and cordially 
shook hands, The ceremony was entirely 
informal. Gov. Hovey said they had come 
to perform the very pleasant duty of escort- 
ing the General to the station on his event- 
ful trip to Washington. A crowd of a hun- 
dred or so people stood on the 
sidewalk and in the yard watching 
the departure of the distinguished party. 
Shortly the General and Mrs, Harrison 
emerged from the house, preceded by the 
Governor and Mayor. The General oc- 
cupied the first — with Gov. Hovey 
and Mayor Denny, Mrs. Harrison and 
Mr. and Mrs. McK — v occupied the next car- 
riage. A string of -cartriages and a 
thousand or more people followed the car- 
riages down Delaware street. The greatest 
enthusiam prevailed along the route. In

nto the depot. It required a large force 
policemen to open the way for the engine. 
The train pulled pretty well through the 
depot before stopping, and the people = 
trying tokeep up and rushed madly 
each other. A large number of ladies were — 
the crowd, and many of them were injured. 
Nearly the entire membership of the Legis- 
lature went down with the Foraker Club, but 
they were all lost sight of in the general 
rush. It was the intention to have several 
songs from the glee club, and also to listen 
to aspeech from Gen, Harrison. The former 
was almost entirely eliminated from the 
programme, and less than 50 1 heard 
anything the President-elect had to say. 
People standing within ten feet of him 
could see his lips move as if in the act of 
making a speech and that was all. As soon 
as the General left the platform the crowd 
began to grow less dense, though the train 
was wedged about by people until it pulled 


out. 

NEWARK Deport (O.), Feb. 25.—After 
the train left Columbus preparations were 
made for retiring in Gen. Harrison’s car.

Believed that: the Guilty Couple

An ugly scandal came fo light yes terday 
through the filing of a complaint in Justice 
Savage’s court by a man named Fryer 
against one Clearwater, a house-mover by 
occupation, charging him with the abdue- 
tion of his 13-year-old daughter, Lizzie. 
There is quite a story in the affair, which is 


day night Fryer and his wife called at the 
police station and asked to see the Chief, 
They were taken into the private office, 
where they made known their trouble. The 
man said that he lived with his wife and 
daughter Lizzie on Bunker Hill avenue, 
near Fourth street. Lizzie, although only 
13 years of age, was a tall, well-develo 
girl, and very popular among her acquaint- 
ances. Among his friends was a man 
named Clearwater, a house-mover, who 
lived at the corner of Kuhrts and Hays 
streets, Kast Los Angeles, and Lizzie was 
in the habit of visiting at his house. Clear- 
water had several brothers-in-law, named 
Zens, and one of these young men had 
been paying Lizzie good deal of attention, 
frequently calling at his house to take her 
to balis and parties, which was permitted 
on account of the relations existing between 
the two families. Clearwater, being a mar- 
ried man and having several children of his 
own, it never entered Fryer’s head that 
there could be anything wrong between 
him and the girl, although Clearwater 
appeared to be very fond of her. Last 
Saturday Lizzie left home to visit the Clear- 
water house. She did. not return as early 
as she said she would. but nothing was 
thought of this at the time, as she fre- 
quently staid at Clearwater’s until after 
supper, when some of the young men 
would bring her home. As night advanced, 
and she did not put in an appearance, 
Fryer and his wife began to get uneasy, 
and the mother recollected that her daughter 
had been talking queerly for some days 
past, asking what sho would do in case 
she should leave home and never come 
back, and other similar questions, which 
she re no attention to, as she thought the 
child was merely joking. Fryer and his 
wife then started out to look for their 
daughter, and were greatly surprised to 
learn that she had not been at Clearwater’s, 
who was also missing, and nothing was 
known as to his whereabouts. The anxious 
parents then came back toward the city, 
and on making inquiries along the route 
learned that Clearwater was seen going to- 
ward the Southern Pacific depot with the 
girl Lizzie about noon, since which time 
nothing bad been heard of them. From 
what had been learned they suspected that 
Clearwater had taken the girl away en the 
1:45 train for the north, and they wanted 
the Chief to telegraph ahead und have 
them stopped.

Laborers at the Soldiers’ Home 

Mistreated. 

This journal has, several times during 
the past few months, called the attention 
of the public to the mismanagement of the 
constructors of the Soldiers’ Home near 
Santa Monica. 


The whole trouble grows out of the fact 
that the laborers cannot sue for their wages, 
as they cannot file a mecbanics’ lien on 
Government buildings, and the contractors 
bave taken advantage of this fact. 

The ks were commenced some 
months ago and a number of laborers were 
employed to do carpenter and brick work. 
For a short time everything went smoothly 
but after the first pay day came aroun 
several of the men began to grumble, and 
from that day to this complaints have been 
quite numerous. 

The men at first told all kinds of stories 
in regard to the manner in which they were 
boarded. They stated that the contractors 
were trying to hog everything, and soma of 
the men came out behind oa their board 
bills for the month—in other words, did 
not earn enough to pay their board. Some 
of the men went so far as to say that they 
were forced to pay for the bunks they slept 
in. A few of the men became so thor- 
oughly disgusted that they quit and came 
to Los Angeles. The men consuited law- 
yers in this city, but nothing was done, and 
the matter for the time being was dropped. 

A few days ago some af the men came 
up and placed their claims in the hands of 
lawyers. It is a question, however, whether 
anything can be done for them. 

It may be that the whole matter will be 
taken before the department at Washing- 
ton, as that seems to be the only way for 
the men to get their claims properly inves- 


tigated. 
A VIGOROUS KICK. 
The following letter to Tux Times ex- 
plains the situation: | 


“A great injustice has been done some of 
the workmen recently employed at the Sol- 
diers’ Home near Santa Monica. One David 
Perry contracted with Col. E. F. Brown, 
Inspector-General of the Home, fer the erec- 
tion of four of the buildings. Perry em- 
ployed James A. Duneah, alias Hill, to do 


„Hill states that he had the option of $6 a 
day for the supervision of the work or $3090 
for the job. 

The work went on for some time and the 
men were not being d, and, when tired 
of waiting, they made a demand on Dun- 
ean. He gave orders on Perry, and 
Perry commenced shaving the orders. 
uP o that time the men were ignoran 
of the factthat a lien could not be laid 
on a Government patiding, conse- 
uently they had to submit to his terms. 
arry Stigman was shaved $20 on an order 
of $100; Graham, a bri¢k mason, $10 ona 
less amount; John Byrne had an order for 
$106 and received $12 on account nearly six 
months ago and not one cent since. C. C. 
Stephens, Esq., has the account for collec- 
tion, and will corroborate my statement. 
Jerome Mohan worked 8134 bricklay- 
ing at $ a day, and didn’t fecsive one 
cent in money up to date—his board bill 
amounted to $29.25; balance due him, 
$129.50, How many had to submit to the 
shaving process near Santa Monica I know 
not, butthe above constitute some of the 
Los Angeles victims. 

“Perry states that Duncan made a con - 
tract with him for the brick work, but un- 
less he produces the written agreement it is 
a matter of veracity between them, and 1 
don’t know a man that would venture an 
opinion as to which of them tells the truth. 

“The workmen had no idea that a pious 
soul like Perry, who brought members of 
the Salvation Army to the ‘Home’ to con- 
vert them from their evil ways, would so 
tar forget himself as to swindle them out of | 
their hard earnings. He well knew when 
he employed Duncan that, whether as fore- 
man or contractor, the buildings were not 
holden for the men’s wages. If the build- 
ings were liable to a lien, ft is evident that 
he (Perry) would have demanded of Dun- 
can a good and sufficient bond for the faith- 
ful performance of the contract, if such ex- 
ist Contract or no contract, it is to be 
presumed that he considered he could shield 
himself behind Duncan from responsibility 
to the men for their wages.

The California of the Soutb. 


Could we climb to the lofty summi 
of the highest peak of the San Ber- 


nardino range of mountains, and from 
its snow-clad height in the midst of the 
upper air leok out upon the circle 
which encompasses it, what a vision 
should we behold! From this cloud- 
reaching, modern Pisgah our eyes 
would look abroad over a circular view 
not less than three hundred miles in 
diameter. Standing eleven thousand 
feet above the lower levels, we should 
behold a wonderful panorama of bill 
and plain and valley, and look out upon 
garden spots of beauty; upon the sav- 
uge wildness of Nature, upon orchards 
and harvest fields, and upon a tangled 
web of color such as no one but he who 
has beheld it can ever conceive as ex- 
isting. 

In one direction would be the mighty 
desert, bare and desolate and barren, 
the home of shifting sands, of burning 
winds and waterless wastes. Far away 
along the horizon we should see, too, 
the lofty spurs of the Sierra Nevadas, 
and, like a soft ethereal line, the hills 
of Arizona rising to the east. We 
should behold mountain ranges below 
us, clad in sombre forests of swaying 
pine, anda wild brotherhood of hills, 
of which Cucamonga’s peak is the 
outpost and sentinel. Farto the west- 
ward the eye would catch the silver 
waters of the Pacific, gleaming like a 
shining mirror beneath the morning 
sun. 

Bat within the limits of this vast 
perspective lies a broad extent of ter- 
ritory which is excelled by no country 
upon the globe for the fertility of its 
soil, the excellence of its climate, and 
the variety of its productions. Here 
are growing cities and flourishing 
towns. Arcadian hamlets, orchard-clad 
ranchos, vine-covered sweeps, fields 
alive with cattle, loug lines of rail- 
way, busy marts of traflfle, 
the fleets of commerce, the 
ships of the lumberman, safe harbors, 
towns watching by the sea, lands re- 
deemed from desert wastes, great irri- 
gating ditches threading the plains and 
carrying moisture and binom and 
harvests even to spots where the 
stranger would once have deemed 
there was possibility for nothing but 
barren sands. 

What will not grow in this fertile 
zone between the sea and the moun- 
tains? Here are the pepper tree and 
the palm, and the tall and slender 
spire of the eucalyptus. Here is the 
aloe and the rubber tree, and the 
broad-leafed banana, with its ripening 
fruit. And here the camphor tree, the 
cypress, the lime, the pomegranate and 
the yellow-plumed acacia. Here grow 
the- guava, the Japanese persimmon, 
the olive, with its silver sheen, and the 


quince. Here gleam delectable orange | 


groves, now (February) green and gold 
with matured leaf and ripening fruit. 
How stretch away the great walnut 
orchards, and thoseof the prune, the 
nectarine, the apricot, the plum, the 
pear, the peach and the apple! In 
season, how green are the fields with 
harvests of wheat; how purple 
with the blossoming flax. Like 
ten thousand thousand shining 
banners wave the tassels of the corn, 
and like the purple of a king’s robe is 
the royal color of the grape. The live- 
oaks lift their century-old heads, while 
the tree bearing the rich custard apple 
invites us to Nature’s feast. 

This is indeed the Land of the Sun, 
the land of orange groves, and of eter- 
nal bud and blossom, of endless har- 
vests and unfailing fruitage. The 
year has nothing to do with barrenness. 
Are her fields brown, they are so with 
ripened grasses, which, uncut, the sun 
has cured, making of them the hay on 
which our cattle shall feed to fullness. 
Do they look bare? Survey them closely 
and you find them covered with 
the rich brown burrs of the clover. 
What pasturage it affords to our sheep 
and horses! It is to them the rich nut 
of the harvest filled with oil and fat- 
ness. Thrust at any time a seed into 
the ground, water it, and it will grow, 
be it June or December, Put the slen- 
der twig of the eucalyptus bough into 
the soil, and in a four times twelve- 
month you have a gigantic tree, its top- 
most branches waving 80 feet above 
the earth, into which its roots have 
thrust themselves until they have 
found moisture. Down, down, until 
some secret spring is reached do they 
penetrate, and then lift up their 
branches to the sun, waving their 
crests gaily in the upper air, giants of 
strength and beauty. 

Were you in Germany and wished to 
plant a walnut orchard, you would 
plant it for your children. ‘l'wenty-five 


years would you wait till the babe in 


the cradle had grown to manhood, and 
had, perhaps, his own child upon his 
knee, ere that orchard was laden with 
a good harvest. 


Plant a walnut orchard in Southern 
California and you plant it for yourself 
as well as your children. Your babe in 
his cradle will only be a child of twelve 
years when your orchard is laden with 
its fruit, and you gather into sacks, 
and load into cars, and in return fill 
your purse with the gold wherewith 
you may educate your children and 
build the home in which they shall grow 
up, and where your own days may be 
passed in plenty and comfort. Plant 
yourorange orchard and in three years 
you shall begin to gather in its fruits 
and find enough to supply your table, 
and the following year you may begin 
to send your supplies to market, and 
gather in the first returns for your 
golden harvest. 

Set your broad acres to grapes, and 
the third year thereafter you 
can realize somewhat of your 
harvest of dollars. You can 
send to the market fifty boxes of lus- 
cious raisins from every well-cultivated 
acre, more tempting, and richer in 
bloom than the best imported from the 
well-known marts of the Old World. 

And, planted in this rich soil, warmed 
by the perpetual sunshine, the‘silver- 
leafed olive begins to yield its fruit in 
from five to seven years, giving prom- 
ise of the bounty which is to come. 

This is a land, too, that may be made 
to flow with wine and oil, yes, and 
with milk and honey; for go abroad 
into the alfalfa lands. Here your

heavy. crops of ripened alfalfa you 


* 


may cut six times during the twelve 
months. Aud nowhere else is such 
milk - producing food to be found as 
this. The sleek cattle yield a generous 
return for the bounty of the alfalfa 
field, and the land where they stand 
knee-high amid this succulent grass is 
indeed a land of milk which flows forth 
like a tiver. | 

And these wide fields of blossoming 
clover, how the bees swarm above them 
and gather honey through the sunny 
weeks of its bloom, and from the teem- 
ing wild flowers, and from the heart of 
the white sage do they extract sweets, 
till milk and honey are as abundant as 
in the elder land of promise. 

Nature is a prolific mother, and here 
she is always pregnant with young life. 
Her leaping waterfalls nestle a moment 
among the crags of their native sieryas, 
and then, as if the spirit of a new 
birth were in them, they make for the 
waiting valleys which thirst for their 
fructifying moisture, ana as they drink 
them up the broad plains burst into 
living growth and beauty. 

Beyond question the soil of this sec- 
tion is as good as the best in the world. 
For ages the forses of WN ature have 
ground down the rocks, and the winds 
andthe rain and the sunlight have 
acted like selvents, reducifig to powder 
boulder and crag and stony precipice, 
and the floods have borne in their re- 
sistless grasp the wash of centuries 
from sierra walls to the outspreading 
lands below them, till we have a soil 
of such depth and richness there is 
scarce a fruit-bearing plant or tree, 
scarce a harvest-bearing seed but will 
take root in it and yield its hundred 
fold.

He also 
fights insect pests, and stands on guard 
against the armies of squirrels and 
gophers that would make inroads upon 
his grain fields and orchards. Occa- 
sionally he has tocontend with drought, 
but in this county he has dug his net- 
work of irrigating ditches, and if a dry 
year does come, it cannot rob him 
wholly of his harvests. The intelli- 
gent and diligent agriculturist may 
subdue this whole country, and stand 
in no fear of want or failure, even in 
the face of all the drawbacks with 
which he may at times have to contend. 
And there are fewer of these than are 
found in any other State of this great 
Union, or in any other country in the 
in the globe.

Here, 
then, are chances enough for all who 
are really seeking land. In addition 
to getting it us cheap or cheaper than 
they can up north, where equal ad- 
vantages prevail, they have the ines- 
timable benefit of a climate which is 
very nearly perfect, all the year round. 

We have published the list free of 
charge, as our contribution towards 
the task of settling this section. To 
make a success of that undertaking, 
however, the advertising must be 
kept up as persistently as the lies 
about Southern California have been 
distributed. Southern California was 
formerly pointed to as an example 
of the benefits of judicious and liberal 
advertising.

Now that the City Council is all Re- 
publican, the people know who is re- 
sponsible for the character of the city 
government during the ensuing two 
years. To the Republicans has been 
given much, and much will be ex- 
pected of them. The Republicans have 
been given full swing, and they have 
the additional advantage of a brand- 
new charter to work with. The citi- 
zens will expect to see the incoming 
fathers of the city distinguish them- 
selves by something more useful than 
squabbles over police appointments and 
regulations.

We have, on the one 
hand, in Los Angeles, a plethora. of 
idle money in the banks, on the other 
a large number of much-needed im- 
provements, and plenty of unemployed 
labor. It is unreasonable to expect the 
present decade tofurnish all the money 
required for improvements, which later 
comers will enjoy for centuries, and 
the revenues, from which—direct and 
indirect—will in many cases more than 
pay the cost, before the payments be- 
come due. 

Los Angeles is something more than 
an ordinary city, in which arrange- 


ments are only made for the comfort 
and pleasure of the residents. This is, 
and will—if we are wise—increasingly 
become a health and pleasure re- 
sort for the world. It is there- 
fore our manifest duty to make 
this city as nearly as possible 
perfect, in all that relates to health 
and beauty. We need, and need badly, 
acomplete sewer system, good roads, 
wide, tree-lined boulevards, and parks. 
A million dollars spent on such im- 
provements would yield over a million 
dollars of additional income to Los 


we are fully justified in doing such 
work with borrowed money. Of course, 
it must be understood that liberality 
Shall not mean extravagance. The 
taxpayers are perfectly willing to pay a 
million dollars for improvements, but 
will sternly refuse to pay a cent as 
tribute to boodiers. We believe, how- 
ever, that we can guard against this 
danger. There will, of course, be a 
rush made for the sack as soon 
as improvements are projected, 
but between the boodlers and 
their plunder there is the character 
of our Republican Councilmen, the 
watchful eye of the public, and more 
especially of our friends, the enemy, 
who would only be too delighted to see 
a Republican administration ‘‘caved 
down the bank.” 

We believe that the time has now ar- 
rived for the expenditure of a large 
sum, liberally, yet judiciously, in pub- 
lic improvements; that such expendi- 
ture will relieve us from our present at- 
titude of somewhat too restful expect- 
ancy, and that the money so spent will 
be returned to us, with interest, before 
ten years have passed, leaving the im- 
provements as clear profit.

That makes $1000, with which horses, 
gang plows, provisiens, and a tent can 
be bought. Land can rented for 
one-third of the crop, where the owner 
furnishes seed and feed for teams. de- 
ducting the same from the crop. Four 
men, clubbing together, can cultivate 
a good-s'zed piece, and in an average 
year get a start, which will enable 
them to take up a piece of Government 
land, or to buy a piece of cheap land on 
easy terms, reserving enough for build- 
ings and other necessary improve- 
ments.

WILKESBARRE (Pa.), Feb. 25.—[By tno 
Associated Press.] A terrible disaster oc- 
curred at Piymouth, a few miles from here, 
this afternoon, by which the souls of 
eleven girls were hurled into eter- 
nity. Back of the Gaylord shaft stood the 
factory of John Powell, used for the manu- 
facture of squibs used by miners in loosen- 
ing coal in the mines, The factory em- 
ployed 84 girls, ranging from 12 to 20 years, 
and several male workmen, While a ma- 
jority of the girls wereat their homes eating 
dinner, people were startled by the deafen- 
ing thunders of a terrific explosion. They 
rushed terror-stricken to their doors and 
windows, and in the distance saw clouds of 
smoke ascending from the squib factory. 
Soon a large crowd had gathered around it, 
and women began wringing their hands and 
men turned away from the sight presented, 
when the charred body of a young girl was 
seen lying in one of the rooms, and the fact 
became known that at least 20 persons were 
in the building at the time of the explosion, 
eating their noonday lunch. The scene 
was fraught with terror as the girls, some 
of them bleeding, others gasping for a few 
breaths of fresh air, rushed to the windows 
and screamed frantically for help. 

About this time a dozen miners from an 
adjoining colliery came upon the scene, and 
as soon as they saw the bleeding forms of 
the girls calling for aid, they rushed toward 
the building ina body, but fate prevented 
their proffered succer. As soon as they 
stepped near the door, another terrific ex- 
plosion took place, and the entire building 
collapsed, mon fone in the ruins the forms 
that a moment before stood crying for as- 
sistance. 

Brave men, when the smoke and fiying 
débris had settled, rushed among the ruins, 
and one by one the bodies were found and 
taken out, charred beyond recognition. 
bleeding and mangled. As mothers saw 
and recognized some familiar token or piece 
of dress by which they could tell their loved 
ones, the scene was one t represented 
extreme throes of sorrow and desolation.

At the main entrance the remains of five 
girls were found.

Some had their heads 
blewn off; others their arms, and a majority 
were minus both legs and arms. The ar- 
rival of relations of the dead added confu- 
sion to the scene. Their cries were heart- 
rending. What made it more pathetic was 
the fact that mothers and sisters were un- 
able to recognize their dead. After work- 
ing hours the rescuers succeeded in gettin 
out all the remains, which consisted o

ANOTHER EXPLOSION. | 

Every one in the building at the time of 
the éxplosion perished, with the exception 
of Foreman Reese. He was standing at a 
stove when the first explosion took place. 
He rushed for the door to notify the girls, 
when the seeond explosion knocked him 
down into the basement. He managed to 
crawl out of this place. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery. 
Reese says that squibs piled ina box must 
have exploded from spontaneous combus- 
tien.

CHEATING THE LABORERS. 


How They Don't Get the $2 a Day |. 


Allowed. 

A swindle that has been suecessfully 
worked on laboring men in the employ of 
the city was brought to the attention of a 
Times reporter yesterday. That these 
laboring men have been abused and 
swindled by certain contractors there is no 
doubt, but they have kept their piace, and 
even those who have n compelled to 
leave Los Angeles to seek employment in 
other sections, have not abused this city, as 
they would have been perfectly justified in 
doing under the circumstances. There 
no reason why the laboring men of this city, 
and especially those who work for the city, 
should not receive their full wages, but 
they do not, as the following statements 
from one who is in a position to know 
whereof he speaks, will prove. In conver- 
— with a Tuts reporter yesterday, he 
said: 


T have known for some time past that 
the people who labor for certain city con- 
tractors receive only about half wages. The 
city allows a common laborer #2, but When 
they work for contractors they receive only 
half of that sum, or $1. 

“The scheme is worked in this way: The 
men are employed by third parties, or those 
who have contracts with the city, and when 
a bargain is made with a laborer he is 
offered $1 a day and board. He is not given 
$2 and allowed to go home, as he shuuid do, 
and at e end of the month 
to ‘him. 
say he gets his board? To 
be sure he does, but his employer feeds 
him at an outlay of from 15 to 20 cents per 
day, and cooily 22 80 or 85 cents, which 
counts up at the end of the year when 
several hundred men are employed all the 
time on city work. 1 

“We are now entering upon a reform 
administration, and I want to see this 
wrong righted. It is nothing but cold- 
blooded robbery, and our city authorities 
cannot afferd to ignore it any longer. if 
the city allows its laborers a day they 
should be allowed to receive what they earn 
at the end of the month. The cliques and 
rings have had their own way in this city 
too long, and if the Republicans are sensibie 
they will either reform them or wipe them 
out of existence. During the next few 
years thousands of men will be employed 
on city work, and we don’t want to make 
any mistakes. These people may be poor 
devils without any friends, but they are 
human beings, and should be treated 
IN by a erent city like Los Angeles.

On the contrary, is shi to 
the United States yearly from France 
alone an amount of prunes astonishing 
in its enormity; the more astonishing 
when we ize that foreigners are 
providing our coyntry with an article 
we can furnish equally well. 

The French prune grown in the dis- 
trict of Lot furnishes the choicest im- 
ported variety, and retails in our cities 
at 33¢c per pound, while in the same 
store fornia prunes are selling at 
from 6 to 10c per pound. 

That this difference is not due to 
flavor all will testify...The Prune d’ 
Agen, grown in California, has re- 
peatedly been tested, while fresh, and 
attributed a finer flavor, while in size it 
often surpasses the imported article. 

This difference in price, then, is 
only due to the manner in which they 
are prepared for the public. In this, 
as in other fruit industries, we are not 
painstaking enough. 

The French prune grower, not only 
dries his fruit properly, but it is flat- 
tened. The coat of the imported 
French prune sbines like a ‘‘nigger’s 
heel.“ and is quite as black. They are 
not dumped into barrels or boxes the

Ohmart, the man of theories, 
and Washburn, the man of practical ideas, 
signed a contract, which Col. ingersell 
looked over, Dwight Townsend and George 
B. Maynard being witnesses, and a copart- 
nership was then and there formed. The 
men each agreed to enter upon a series of 
experimental tests, to be founded upon cer- 
tain theories and laws of matter, which 
were to be joint property, the profits, if 
any, to be shared in equal proportions. The 
copartnership continued until last July, 
when Ohmart ran away and entered upon 
the wild and weird scheme of 
an esoteric college. He took with 
him a typewritten copy of the laws and the 
tests forming the basis of the copartnership, 
and these, without Washburn’s consent, he 
has embodiea as a central factor in the 
Esoteric College movement. The men, u 
to last summer, had been backed by capital, 
and had carried un their tests in a laboratory 
and factory located in the town of Melrose.

Hecan talk more in 
an hour than any other man in Boston, and 
more plausibly, too. He expects to be presi- 
dent of 59 manufacturing companies within 
a year, and to be a millionaire when his in- 
ventions are realized. He says Ohmart is 
either a fool or a knave, but that he is the 
finest chemist in the world. 

NEMESIS STRIKES. 

When Mr. Ohmart was invited tothe 
Studio building, Nemesis awaited him in 
the persons of Charles Henry and Henry 
W. Austin. poet and lawyer, who were 
after the compromising letters of the young 
woman before - mentioned, and the sister of 
the . young creature who is living 
with him. Present also were United States 
Deputy Marshal Emery and Mr. Griggs. 

‘Lhe scene that ensued was very painful 
to the high priest of G.N.K.R. The 
Nemesis did not break on him all at once, 
but in sections, so to speak.

DANGERS 


THAT THREATEN TAE 
REPUBLIC. 


The Aggregation of Wealth and the 
Aggressions of Monopoly — The 
Modern Tendency Toward the 
Corruption of the Fountains of 
Government, 


Los ANGELES, Feb. 18, 1889.—[To 
the Editor of the Los ANGELES TIMEs.] 
Gen. Grant was a far grander citizen 
than many persons believed during his 
lifetime, and when he was in power. 
It was a current prejudice that he 
aspired to supreme rule, and aimed at 
the subversion of the Republic to es- 
tablish a monarchy. If Gen. Grant had 
entertained this ambition, it was 
within his grasp to have accomplished 
that purpose far more easily than the 
masses believe; but he was far greater 
in statesmanship and in patriotism 
than many of his political adversaries 
deemed him capable of. His popularity 
at one time would bave enabled him to 
have raised an army\of a million men 
to follow his lead, and with the powers 
under his rule, it would have been 
feasible to have changed the form of 
government by legislative action, and 
to have upheld the new monarchy by 
force of arms until opposition died out. 
A great military leader has usually 
created, any new State when others 
fell. But there is another kind of revo- 
lution which works its way slowly and 
surely, uhtil the foundations of a Re- 
public are sapped and ready to be over- 
thrown. In the olden days, wealth and 
the influences of the wealthy shaped 
the whole policy and destiny of man 
nations, during the Christian era. It 
has been the same in all ages, as laid 
down by Solomon: The love of money 
is the root of all evil.“ Whenever it has 
been necessary tocorrupt men or women, 
to subvert the existing order of things, 
the great factor employed has been 
money, or lands, or honors, and the 
emoluments drawn therefrom. In more 
modern days, sometimes 
subversive agent has been —the 
blandishments of woman—which are 
just as potent today as when Eve tested 
her powers on Adam. We have en- 
tered more emphatically on the age of 
moneyed influence than the world ever 
saw in all its previous eras. The ad- 
vance ot combination to enrich the few 
by the accumulation of influences and 
capital in the shape of corporations and 
trusts and monopolies has increased 
the riches and the absolute dominion of 
capitalists a thousandfold over what 
could have been anticipated a century 
ago: Of course rapid transit, progress 
of science and knowledge and increase 
of communication between nations have 
bad much to do with this. But the 
point has now been reached that the 
great threatening danger to the exist- 
ence of liberty and right, as it was un- 
derstood by the framers of our consti- 


De. | tution, is the consolidation of wealth 


and corporate power. There are thou- 
sands who see this and proclaim it; but 
millions are lulled into the sleep of se- 
curity or indifference, which takes them 
to servile death. 

What does man in his greed and sel- 
fishness fight the most readily to main- 
tain? His money or other property. 
Whenthe riches of a community are 
centered in the hands of a few indi- 
viduals, it is easy to see that they will 
buy the corrupt, and bribe by other 
means the venal and easy virtued, and 
so contrel and dominate in everything. 
The strides have been those of a giant 
which have been already made 
toward the control of States and leg- 
islatures and congresses. The hand of 
corporate influence and its money is 
seen everywhere, and it is just as open 
a secret now as when Jay Gould pro- 
claimed that he advanced money to 
each pers and to any candidate in 
New York, being always in the inter- 
est of Erie alone. Now what can the 
reader of history aad the student of 
occurring events deduce from the 
present status? Just what Napoleon 
the First said of Hurepe as to its lia- 
bility to become all Cossack, which it 
ison the eve of Nr becoming 
now. There has bu 
be done by the owners of the 
syndicate wealth—to give them the en- 
tire control of the Legislatures of the 
States and the Con and central 
Government. By legal enactments 
they can bind down the masses of the 
people in such way as to make them 
subservient to their will, and they can 
proceed to change the form of govern- 
ment to suit their own views. Either 
there will be a popular uprising to 
clear away the meshes in which the 
Union is enveloped corporate pow- 
ers, or the whole ‘Union will be ruled 
and shaped by the trusts and mono 
lies. e time will come when, to de- 
fend the vast billions which they have 


taken from the le, they will spend 
any nece on the employ- 
ment of the Hessians who will obey the
